The news came out several days ago that jazz great Count Basie had died. We 
liked his music, as we did that of many of the old jazz greats, and regret his 
passing. Here was a man who had traveled the world and could have lived 
anywhere he chose; but Count Basie lived his final days in New York, not far 
from the neighborhood in which he grew up, and honed his natural skills at 


producing plain good jazz. 


New York Mayor Koch has publicly called for laws requiring the death 
penalty for drug pushers . . . finally acknowledging what we have heard f 
years -- New York has problems. Koch has a great idea, as we don't believe “q immunization must be presented at 
in drug pushers either, but Americans are such bleeding hearts that we can't 
carry out death sentences for those criminals already sentenced to death; 
therefore, how in the world will we execute others? 


Malpractice is a dangerous word for professionals in this country. More and 
more doctors and even lawyers are facing higher costs of insurance to cover 
such problems. Now a company in a large northern city has started a service 
to help doctors avoid or be forewarned of problem cases. They charge $3.00 
to tell a doctor if a new patient has been involved in a malpractice case. They 
contend that a large percentage of such cases are filed by people who make a 
career of living off such profits. This new information will allow a doctor to 
turn the new patient away; be more thorough with exams and treatments; 
keep extremely accurate documentation to counter such suits; or even to 
charge a little extra for these patients to cover the increasing cost of 
insurance coverage. The outcry of opposition has reportedly come from 
lawyers who contend this interferes with peoples’ rights to medical 
treatment. We don’t have any intelligent opinion on this particular situation, 
but do believe there should be some way to stop people who make their living 
with these claims from abusing both the professionals and the courts. 


A week or so ago there was a candidate for Senator Heflin’s office in town 
politicking. He is running on the Republican ticket and his name is Doug 
Carter. Reading his political mailouts we had already concluded he was. . . 
well, let’s just say, from the old school. However, shortly after he visited 
Elba, a news article in The Montgomery Advertiser pointed out that he was 
the brother of the man who wrote Gov. Wallace's now famous (or infamous, if 
you choose) speech promising ‘‘segretation today, segregation tomorrow and 
segregation forever."’ This man was, according to the news article, involved 
with his brother in forming a White Citizens Council in North Alabama many 
years ago and was involved with this same brother in scrapes with law 
enforcement officers who attempted to make an arrest of the brother after a 
gun incident during a Ku Klux Klan affair. Following the release of the 
above information a number of ladies who attended the ‘‘announcement”’ 
that fateful Wednesday, have come to our office or called begging that their 
name not be publicly associated with that ‘‘kind of people."’ One lady said 
she had written a letter to the Birmingham man telling him she didn’t want 
her name associated with his campaign in any shape, form or fashion. We 
will respect their wishes and use this opportunity to point out that all of us 
should be more careful of the candidates we embrace - because it could be 


worse. 


We respect the right of all people to have access to public office, but feel 
candidates such as Doug Carter will hurt their respective parties. If we had 
the right or authority, we would tell Doug Carter “the Republican Party 


doesn't want you as our candidate.”’ 


However, that would infringe on his 


rights, and only a vote of the public - or at least party delegates - can turn a 
person away from public office in this country.

A young man in search of 
freedom and life's true meaning 
insists upon his inheritance. His 
‘father, realizing that he can keep his 
son at home no longer, does not force 
his will upon him but turns over the 
money, and the boy has his 
“freedom”. . 

Jesus said that the young man 
went off to a ‘‘far country” and 
wasted all that he had. Things got so 
bad that he ended up a hired hand 
tending pigs. For a Jew this would 
have been the depth of deprivation. 
The boy was even willing to eat what 
the pigs ate, but no one gave him 
anything. 


Let's think about it 


The Lord says that the boy ‘‘came 
to himself’. He realized his need, 
his separation from his father and his 
sin against him. He determined to 
go back home to his dad in ‘con- 
fession and repentance. The most 
beautiful and touching part of the 
parable is the homecoming of the 
son. 

Jesus said that ‘‘while he was yet 
a long way off"’ the father saw him 
and ran to meet him. They hugged. 
They wept. They rejoiced. There 
was a great celebration in that home 
that day. It was a great home- 
coming! 

The Parable of the Prodigal Son 
is your story and it is mine. It is the 
story of every person who has missed 
the freedom that God has given him.

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It is as fresh as the forgiveness of 
God for any person who wants to 
come home from the far country in 
confession and repentance of sin. 
The Bible says, ‘‘If we confess our 
sins, He is faithful and just to forgive 
us our sins, and to cleanse us from 
all unrighteousness."’ (I John 1:9). 

In this story, Jesus presents the 
love of God in all of its tenderness 
and appeal. When you examine each 
line of it you are overwhelmed by the 
sheer sweetness of the Father's 
inexhaustible love for lost men and 
women. Actually the Prodigal Son is 
not the best title. The emphasis is on 
the forgiveness of the Father. God 
the Father is just like that - always 
ready and willing to receive sinners 
home. As the earthly Father never 
stopped loving the boy and never lost 
hope, our Heavenly Father always 
loves and always seeks to restore us. 
Are you ready to come home? 

Jesus says to us through this 
parable, *‘Look, the Father's house 
is wide open. And I am the Door. I 
am the Way. I am the Life. He who 
sees me has seen the Father. And 
what do you see when you see me? 
You see that God so loved the world 
that He delivered me, His Son, to 
these depths. It cost God something 
to help you. It cost the very agony of 
God to recognize the gulf between 
you and Himself and yet bridge it 
over.” 

The parable of the Prodigal Son 
tells us that there is a homecoming 
because there is a home. The 
questions is, ‘‘Are you ready to come 
home?"

Topic of the Week: 


HOW TO COPE WITH PEOPLE 
YOU DISLIKE 


Unfortunately most of the people 
in the world dislike each other. The 
best way to cope with a person you 
dislike is with tact, diplomacy and 
patience. Some of us don't even like 
ourselves. Chances are that even if 
we do like ourselves, there is 
someone we dislike and with whom 
we must have frequent contact, 
whether it’s business or social, a 
co-worker, a relative, perhaps our 
boss, a neighbor, a friend-turned 
enemy or even our spouse. (It is 
possible to be in love but not in like.) 

Disharmony can become a mill- 
stone slung heavily around your 
neck, grinding away at your insides 
and fraying your nerves. Three main 
reasons for disliking a person are: 1) 
jealousy, 2) rivalry, 3) a personal 
conflict. 

If you dislike another person, the 
one who suffers the most from the 
disharmony is you. This can cause 
you to hurt yourself. We have to 
approach disliking with a very 
positive attitude. We have to 
establish the kind of relationship we 
have with that person and what the 
goal of that relationship is. From that 
thought you can start to be positive. 
Ask yourself why you dislike the 
person. Is he/she aggressive, rude, 
pushy, passive, etc.? Why does 
this bother you so much? If there is 


| 
some good quality in that person, no 
matter how small-that you can 
identify and incorporate into your 
own personality, you will lessen your 
dislike for that person, because you 
don't want to dislike yourself. 

If you dislike your neighbors, find 
comfort in the probability that the 
feeling is mutual. It’s been said that 
we love someone because of how 
they make us feel, but I think we 
dislike people because of how they 
make us feel. 

When people confront why they 
don't like a person, they often come 
to terms with their own discomfort. 
Rather than evaluating or making a 
judgement about the other person, 
we realize the real problem lies 
within ourselves. 

Often one person who fives us @ 
pain, strain and feelings of 
inadequacy is the boss, and if you 
dislike your boss you are like David 
facing Goliath-(without a slingshot). 
If it is a personal conflict. look for an 
effective technique the boss uses and 
compliment him on it. Flattery 
doesn't hurt if it's honest. 

What if it is your friend turned 
enemy? ‘‘Kill with kindness’. Be 
cordial, you don't have to be nasty, 
because he does have a cache of info 
of yours that you might not want 
revealed. But sure you do not stoop 
to the behavior that you dislike in 
your former friend. 

The problem could be closer, a 
relative. Open a line of communica- 
tion and look for whatever positives 
the person may have. 

But what, oh Lord, if the problem 
is your wife or husband? If an ounce 
of love remains between marriage 
partners then it is worth laying on 
several pounds of attempted cure. 

We should make an effort to do 
something positive about this. If 
you don’t change the situation, then 
it can deteriorate and can also cause 
you to deteriorate. You could get 
ulcers. skin rash and headaches. If 
you attempt to approach someone 
and try to alter the relationship 
between you, this approach must 
come across as arf act of caring and 
concern.

Many gardens are being attacked 
by cut worms this year. Cut worms 
do their damage at night so you 
seldom ever see one of them. They 
are dull gray, brown and black and 
may be striped or spotted. They are 
stout, soft hodied. and smooth. and 
they curl up tightly when disturbed. 
You can usually find these worms 
around the plants that they have 
damaged by digging in the soil. Cut 
worms damage by cutting plants off, 
usually at ground level but 
sometimes they may feed on the 
leaves, buds, or fruits of the plants.

AZALEAS 

Now is a good time to check your 
azaleas closely. By this time, you 
know exactly how much freeze 
damage was done. Go ahead and 
take out the dead parts of the 
azaleas, cutting back into live 
material. New growth should occur 
in those areas where you make the 
pruning cuts, and this will help 
balance your plants in the future. 

You can also go ahead and 
fertilize your azaleas with a mixed 
fertilizer such as 8-8-8, 10-10-10, or 
13-13-13. Most azaleas do not 
require any lime.. 


has had a problem with a field of 
wheat. Dr. Paul Mask and Dr. Clyde 
Evans of Auburn University recently 
visited the field. They found that the 
wheat roots would go down for a few 
inches and then grow laterally rather 
than going down. The roots hit a 
hardpan at least one-inch thick which 
they could not penetrate. This 
prevented the roots from being able 
to take up nutrients and moisture 
from deep in the soil. 

Some research has shown that 
wheat planted on prepared land 
rather then simply disked in the fall 
will make much better wheat.

The long-awaited construction of 
a new bridge at Snellgrove'’s Mill, 
near the New Hope Community, may 


begin soon now that the State 
Highway Department has officially 
awarded a contract to a Montgomery 
construction firm, 

The contract, for approximately 
half a million dollars, was awarded to 
New Mac, low bidder among several 
companies. 


According to Coffee County 
engineer Frank Charlton, the bid 
was over $100,000 less than 


expected, The construction will be 
financed with oil lease windfall

The new bridge will replace 
Cole's Bridge, an antiquated one- 
lane structure considered an_ his- 
torical landmark in the county. The 
bridge, which spans a_ popular 
swimming hole in the Pea River, will 
be left standing and the new bridge 
will be built next to the existing 
structure. 
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
